LAWN  VASES,  AND  SIMILAR  USES.  THEIR 
PLANTING  AND  CARE 

In  preparing  soil  for  a flower  bed  or  veranda  box, 
avoid  any  fertilizer  except  that  which  you  know  to  be 
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thoroughly  rotted,  or  use  some  reliable  commercial  or 
chemical  fertilizer.  Many  planting  failures  trace 
directly  to  the  use  of  a green  or  not  thoroughly  rotted 
fertilizer.  Too  much  strong  fertilizer  is  worse  than  too 
little.  Avoid  watering  plants  when  exposed  in  brilliant 
sunshine.  Usually  we  prefer  watering  in  the  evening, 
as  the  plants  have  an  opportunity  to  absorb  the  needed 
moisture  before  the  heat  of  the  following  day  evaporates 
it.
